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HOMELESS  COUNT 

Every  January,  the  Los  Angeles 
Homeless  Services  Authority  (LAHSA) 
conducts  a  point-in-time  count  to 
determine  the  number  of  homeless 
individuals  in  the  City  and  County.  Two 
weeks  ago,  new  numbers  were 
released  revealing  that  homelessness 
has  increased  significantly  since  last 
year.  LA  County's  homeless  population 
has  grown  by  23%  to  nearly  58,000, 
and  homelessness  in  the  City  of  LA  has 
increased  20%,  to  34,189.
